DETAILED ACTION 
This Office Action is in response to the After Final Request dated 2/11/04. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-14, 22-27 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

In reference to claim 1, Thapar ('938) teaches a device comprising: 

a) a central channel region comprising a first semiconductor lightly doped with a first 
impurity to increase first conductivity fi-ee carriers (Abs., lines: 1-15) 

b) a source region and a drain region on opposing sides of the central channel region, 
both source and the drain regions being the first semiconductor heavily doped with the first 
impurity element (Abs., lines: 1-15); 

c) a gate adjacent (28) the channel region and forming a junction with the channel region 
(16), the gate comprising the first semiconductor (Col.7, lines: 1-5) and a second semiconductor 
with an energy gap less than the first semiconductor and being doped with a second impurity 
element to increase carriers of the opposite conductivity as the first free carriers (Col.6, lines: 25- 
30) . 

However, Thapar does not teach that the gate material has an energy gap greater than the first 
semiconductor material which is used as the channel region (drift region). Further, it would not 
be an obvious modification to include a gate material having a larger energy gap because Thapar 
expressly teaches that the gate material should have a narrower bandgap to limit hole injection 
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during conduction of the reverse P'^-N' flyback diode (Col.6, lines: 50-67). Claim 8 also contains 
this allowable subject matter and dependent claims act to only further narrow claims 1 and 8. 
Consequently, claims 1-14 and 22-27 are allowed.
